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Sharia of our Lord 


The meaning of Allah’s Shariah now has been distorted and restricted to the domain of the courts and arbitration committees. Through 
this, the people are being misled into believing that the law of Allah is there. Allah’s law is not just a building called a “court”! The laws of 
Allah and His Shariah are more vast and more comprehensive than that. And the fitnah of this era is that the people have been misled into 
believing that the laws of Allah is not to be implemented in "times of war". They base this deviation on two things: 


1) 


We are at war & our enemies has airplanes to conduct airstrikes on us, thus we have no full tamkeen (authority). 


Refutation: Tamkeen is of two types: 


a). Tamkeen Mutlaq (Complete) [Absolute Authority] 
b). Mutlaq Tamkeen (Partial) [foundation/origin/basis of Authority] 


If Absolute Tamkeen was a condition to implement the Sharia or a condition for the validity of a State/Khilafah, then none of the previous 
States/Khilafah would have been valid, not even the Messenger of Allah (g) & none of the previous States/Khilafah would have 
implemented the Sharia: 


al-Imam al-Qurtubi (rahimahullah) mentioned in his Tafsir a narration from Abu al-‘Aliyah saying: 

“The Messenger of Allah - (4) - stayed in Makkah for ten years in fear after the revelation descended upon him, where he and his 
companions called to Allah in secrecy and openly. Thereafter they were commanded with Hijra to al-Madinah where they were spending 
their days and nights in fear with their weapons. So a man said: O messenger of Allah, wouldn’t a day come upon us wherein we are in 
security and put our weapons down? So the Prophet (g) said: “You would not tarry except for a little while, till a man from you would sit at 
ease in the midst of great gatherings with no weapons.” And this aayah [24:55] was revealed. And Allah gave victory to his Prophet over the 
Arabian Peninsula, and they put their weapons down and were in safety.” [Tafsir al-Qurtubi v12 - p297] 


al-Imam Ibn Ishaq (rahimahullah) said: 
“With the death of the Messenger of Allah, the Arabs apostated, with the exception of the people of the two mosques: Makkah and al- 
Madinah!” [al-Bidayah wa an-Nihayah by ibn Kathir v8-p172] 


Shaykh Usamah bin Laden - may Allah accept him - said: 
“And if Absolute authority was a condition in the Establishment of an Islamic Emirate in this age, then no state would have been established 
for Islam” [“The way to foil conspiracies” - “as-Sabeel li Ihbaat al-Mu’aamaraat” from min;sec 33:33] 


So Absolute/Full Tamkeen is an innovation as a condition to implement the Sharia/Validity of a State/Khilafah. 


"The Ulema have said that its allowed to delay the Hudod (punishments) at war" 


Refutation: This is incorrect. This misguidance is rooted from the single opinion of the Scholars whom the people of desire twisted & 
distorted. The Sahaba & Salaf & the whole Ummah are unanimously agreed that the Hudod is to be implemented in Dar ul Islam with no 
exceptions & excuses. 


Ibn Qudamah said in Al-Mughni: “The Hudod are to be established in the frontier posts because they are a part of Dar ul Islam and we do 
not know of any difference of opinion on this. There is a need to prevent its people from committing sin similar to the need to prevent 
others. ‘Umar wrote a letter to Abu ‘Ubaydah in Sham ordering him to whip whoever drank alcohol with 80 lashes and it was from the 
frontier posts”. This was about the -frontier posts-, meaning the borders of Dar ul Islam. Anyone who controls land is obliged by Imaan to 
implement the Sharia from the borders & inside the borders. 


The opinion of the Ulema that the people of desire twisted was that in Dar ul-Harb, you are allowed to -Delay- the Hadd (the punishment) 
until the guilty one returns to Dar ul-Islam - not delay it for 5 years & ongoing as the situation is in Sahwats territory. 


Dar ul-Harb literally means & translates into "Land of War". But the actual Islamic meaning of it is different as the Ulema have taught us: 


Ibn Qudamah said in Al-Mughni, “When the people of a land apostatize and their laws are executed, their land becomes Dar ul-Harb” 
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& Al-Maraawı In Al-InSatl Said, Var ul-haro IS wnere tne laws OT KUIT nave tne upper nana . SO tney are tecnnically, ney are Making takir 
upon themselves when they come up with that incorrect excuse 


The Murji’ah distorted the meaning of Dar ul-Harb to mean a land experiencing war when the term only refers to a land being ruled by 
kuffar even if the land is not experiencing war! The kuffar will always be at war with Islam as Allah ta'ala said: "And they will continue to 
fight you until they turn you back from your religion if they are able." [2:217] so are we supposed to delay the Hudod for eternity? 


They may also turn to events that happened in the time of Sahaba as an excuse for their misguidance such as 'Umar - may Allah be 
pleased with him - "didn't cut the hands of the thieves in the drought/famine". That is true, cutting the hand of a thief has conditions, those 
conditions were not met during that time of hardship; but that didn't mean that 'Umar ignored collecting Zakat, or establishing the prayer, 
or enjoin what is Good & forbidding Evil, nor did he ignore the Hudod for other crimes such as adultery, drinking alcohol & Qisas, nor did 
he let the Muslims freely apostatize & pray to others than Allah without forcing them to repent or kill them, nay by Allah he ruled with the 
Sharia of Allah & never abstained from ruling with it, during hardship & during ease. 


And the people of desire may also turn to Ali ibn abi Talib - may Allah be pleased with him - case when he delayed the punishment of those 
who murdered Uthman ibn Affan - may Allah be pleased with him - again, Ali didn't ignored collecting Zakat, nor establishing the prayer, 
nor enjoin what is Good & forbidding Evil, nor did he ignore the Hudod for other crimes such as adultery, drinking alcohol, nor did he let the 
Muslims freely apostatize & pray to others than Allah without forcing them to repent or kill them, nay by Allah he ruled with the Sharia of 
Allah & never abstained from ruling with it, during hardship & during ease. 


May Allah protect us from deviation & following our desires. 
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
